Tapes Bare Nixon Involvement In Cover-Up

The 
W atergate cover-up trial is hearing the 
last m ajor prosecution witness, White 
House tapes on which Richard M. Nix­ 
on discussed offering clemency to E. 
Howard Hunt Jr. and also was told 
“ the 
only 
White 
House 
guilt, 
culpability, is in the cover-up.” 
Four conversations never before 
publicly disclosed were played at the 
trial Monday. Prosecutor James F. 
Neal said tapes of 15 more con­ 
versations would be played before the 
prosecution completed its case on 
Thursday. 
Two of the tapes played Monday 
were of conversations between Nixon 
and Charles W. Colson: a meeting on 
Jan. 8, 1973, and a telephone call on 
March 21, 1973. 
The other two were meetings be­ 
tween Nixon and H. R. Haldeman, then 
White House staff chief, on March 20 
and 22, 1973. 
Haldeman, former White 
House 


John D. Ehrlichman, former Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell, ex-assistant 
Atty. Gen. Robert C. Mardian, and 
Kenneth W. Parkinson, one-tim e 
law yer for the Nixon re-election 
committee, are charged with con­ 
spiring to block the investigation of the 
Watergate breakin. 
The grand jury that returned the 
indictment on March I, 1974, named 
then President Nixon an unindicted co­ 
conspirator. 
Ehrlichman 
has sub­ 
poenaed Nixon to testify at the trial. A 
spokesman for the former president 
said Monday Nixon will not object to 
being examined by a panel of three 
court-appointed physicians to deter­ 
mine whether he’s healthy enough to 
testify. 
Nixon 
and 
Colson 
discussed 
clemency for Hunt on Jan. 8, 1973, the 
day former CIA agent Hunt went on 
trial for the Watergate burglary'. 
“Hunt’s is a simple case,” said 
Nixon. “... We’ll build that son-of-a- 


bitch up like nobody’s business. We’ll 
have Buckley write a column and say, 
you know, that he, that he should have 
clemency, if you’ve given 18 years of 
service... That’s it. Ifs on the m erits.” 


Columnist William F. Buckley is a 
long-time friend of Hunt’s and at one 
time served in the CIA with him. 


Buckley said Monday in an in­ 
terview, “ I don’t need to be reminded 
to write a column urging clemency 
even for sons-of-bitches, as Mr. Nixon 
should know from personal ex ­ 
perience.” 
During 
th at 
sam e 
discussion 
H aldem an and Nixon expressed 
concern that Jeb Stuart Magruder, 
former deputy director of the Com­ 
mittee to Re-elect the President, would 
break under pressure. On the other 
hand, said Haldeman, he wouldn’t 
worry about Gordon Strachan, one of 
his aides in the White House. 
“ A hell of a guy,” said Nixon. 


They discussed Dean s theory that 
they try to protect the White House 
staff from 
Watergate disclosures, 
“draw the wagons around the White 
House.” 


“Who do you let down the tube?’’ 
asked Nixon. “ Do you let Magruder 
down?” 


“ You don’t intentionally,” replied 
Haldeman. “ You leave Magruder — 
what you do is, is you, see, .ve’re, we’re 
doing stuff now. We're keeping quiet 
and, and, uh, a, th a t... just try and cov 
— and, and putting up this money and, 
and everything else. We’re trying to 
keep — when you get right down to it, 
as Dean says — the only White House 
guilt, culpability, is in the cover-up ... 
“ Yeah,” Nixon responded. 
“ ... And what, what’s the purpose of 
the cover-up, to protect the White 
House?” continued Haldeman. “ No. It 
protects some individuals of the (re- 
election) committee.” 


“ Mitchell, Magruder," said Nixon. 
“ If they get to Mitchell,” said 
Haldeman, moments later ” ... uh, he’s 
awfully close to you.” 


"Yeah,” said Nixon. 
“ He’s not as close to you as Ehrlich­ 
man and, I guess, that Dean and 
Haldeman now ... Mitchell will find a 
way out,” Haldeman said. 


"You have to let them get to him, I 
think,” he added. “ But, D ean’s 
thought, I think what convinced him to 
put the wagons around the White 
House is that it forced Mitchell to take 
the responsibility rather than allowing 
Mitchell to hide under the blanket of 
the White House.” 
Nixon’s response is unintelligible. 
Two days earlier, on March 20, 
Mitchell’s name also came up. 
Haldeman said that 
Ronald 
L. 
Ziegler, then presidential press 
secretary, believed that the targets of 
Watergate investigators were Colson. 


“They think he’s the highest guy they 
can get on criminal in the White House 
and 
Mitchell 
on 
the 
outside,” 
Haldeman said. 


Referring to Mitchell, Nixon said, 
The president’s campaign manager, 
that’s pretty Goddamned bad.” 
They discussed waging a court battle 
over executive privilege to stymie the 
Senate Watergate committee. 


“You gotta fight it through the 
Goddamned courts I unintelligible) for 
a long tim e,” said Nixon. “ You’ve got 
the story of cover-up, that’s, what’s 
involved.” 
Haldeman suggested that approach 
“ isn t worse than John Mitchell going 
to jail — for either perjury or com­ 
plicity.” 
“ No, no, no,” replied Nixon “no, I’ve 
balanced that up too. But you see what 
they ’re really after, he’ll take cover-up 
til hell freezes over. You know what I 
m ean9”

Arab Terrorists 
Slain, Mutilated

Israeli troops 
killed 
four 
Arab 
terro rists holding about 75 men, 
women and children captive in an 
apartm ent 
building 
today, 
and 
enraged townspeople 
threw the 
guerrillas' bodies from the windows 
and set fire to them. 
Police and soldiers watched as one 
corpse burned, and the mob shouted: 
“ Another one! Another one! Death to 
terrorists!” 
The Israeli military command said 
three of the residents of the building, a 
man and two women, were also killed 
in the shooting in Belt Shean, a town of 
20,000 people 15 miles south of the Sea 
of Galilee and four miles from the 
Jordanian border. 
Residents of the town said 18 Israelis 
were injured. Many were children who 
leaped from windows in the four-story 
building. 
'There were no casualties among the 
troops and police, the military com­ 
mand said. 
A command spokesman said it could 
not be determined yet whether the 
three Israelis were killed by the 
terrorists or hit in the crossfire when 
the troops recaptured the building. But 
unconfirmed reports from the scene 
said one woman was dead an hour 
before the soldiers went into action. 
The Popular Democratic Front, a 
Marxist Palestinian guerrilla group, 
announced in Damascus that the 
raiders were members of the Front 
and their purpose was to force Israel to 


release 13 guerrillas and the Greek 
Catholic archbishop of Jerusalem , 
M sgr. H ilarion Capudji, who is 
charged with smuggling arms to Arab 
terrorists. 
The guerrilla announcement said the 
raiders were members of the Popular 
Democratic Front’s “Tiberias unit,” a 
claim that they came from within 
Israel and not from lebanon, Syria or 
Jordan. 
Townspeople said the te rro rists 
seized the apartment house about 5 
a.m., throwing hand grenades and 
shooting bursts of submachine-gun fire 
as they broke in. Troops and police 
units rushed to the scene, sealed off the 
area but did not attack for more than 
three hours. 
Meanwhile, shooting and explosions 
w ere heard inside the building. 
Residents of the town, which once was 
a frequent target for artillery fire from 
Jordan, took cover in air raid shelters. 
After the soldiers shot their way into 
the building and killed the Arabs, 
hundreds of furious townspeople 
swanned in and grabbed the four 
corpses. 
The mob threw the bodies from the 
windows of a thirdfloor room stained 
with blood and pitted by bullets. 
Screaming men set fire to three of the 
corpses before police and troops 
rescued them from the crowd and 
loaded them into a car. 
Then the angry mob turned on 
newsmen and photographers and beat 
them for taking pictures of the scene. 
Pioneer l l To Face Heavy 
Radiation From Jupiter 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pioneer ll 
will face a greater radiation danger 
than any previous spacecraft when it 
sweeps within 26,600 miles of Jupiter 
on Dec. 3, project officials report. 
The 
robot 
explorer 
could 
be 
damaged so severely that it would be 
unable to carry out the second phase of 
its long interplanetary journey, a dash 
across the solar system to a 1979 
rendezvous with Saturn. 
“The radiation counts will probably 
soar at a pace that will scare us half to 
death just before closest approach," 
said B. J. O’Brien, Pioneer project 
manager at TRW Inc., which built the 
satellite for NASA. 
launched 20 months ago, Pioneer ll

More Economic Slump 
Indications Reported 


is following a path blazed by its twin, 
Pioneer IO, a year ago. Pioneer IO 
zipped 82,000 miles above Jupiter and 
its cam eras and instruments provided 
science with startling new facts about 
the colossus of planets. 
The newest probe will scout a dif­ 
ferent region of the planet, including 
the north and south poles. 
“The experimenters measured a lot 
of intense radiation last year with 
Pioneer IO,” said O’Brien. “ 'This time 
the spacecraft is going three times 
closer. The closer you get to the planet, 
the more a given particle’s energy 
climbs.” 
Fortunately, much of Pioneer l l ’s 
photographic and other investigative 
work will be completed by the time it 
hits the heavy portion of the Jovian 
radiation belt. 
“ If we hear nothing after it passes 
through, sure we’ll be disappointed; 
we’ll have missed the bonus,” O’Brien 
said. “But we will have achieved our 
basic objectives — to see new faces of 
Jupiter, get a different cut through the 
radiation belts. We’ll know more about 
how to design the next spacecraft so it 
can survive a passage that close to the 
planet.” 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Government 
figures have signaled a deeper slump 
ahead for the home building industry, 
and auto and steelmakers warn of 
production cutbacks that will trigger 
more unemployment. 
The 
Com m erce 
D epartm ent 
reported Monday that the number of 
new houses sta rte d by builders 
dropped for the fourth consecutive 
month during October to a total of 1.124 
million units at an annual rate. The 
rate was off by seven-tenths of I per 
cent from September and marked the 
latest in what has been a steady home 
building decline from 1972. 


At the same time, the number of 
building permits issued during the 
month totaled the equivalent of 802,000 
units, the lowest since December, 1966, 
when 743,000 permits were handed out. 
Permit issuances usually anticipate 
new starts by from three to six months, 
indicating a further deterioration in 
the home building industry. 
Meanwhile, plans for “substantial 
plant closing” in December were 
announced by the Chrysler Corp. Its 
chairman, Lynn Townsend, blamed 
the cutback on poor car sales, but said 
th ere will be no “ company-wide 
shutdown.” 
Townsend said there would be many 
additional layoffs in the coming two 
months as Chrysler trims 50,000 cars 
from its fourth-quarter production 
schedule. 
Some 26,600 
C hrysler 
workers were on layoffs this week 
from a blue-collar workforce of about 
100,000. 
In the steel industry, the nation’s two 
largest producers announced steps to 
cut production in anticipation of the 
coal miners’ strike lasting at least 
three weeks. 
U.S. Steel Corp., the nation’s largest 
steelmaker, said it would start shut­ 
ting down entire plants if miners do not 
return to work by Dec. I.

Greyhound 
Buses Hit 
By Walkout

Greyhound 
buses 
which 
usually 
carry about 190,000 passengers daily^ 
on scheduled routes were strike-bound 
today at term inals throughout the 
country. The line’s chartered coaches 
were still operating. 
There were isolated 
reports of 
stranded travelers after drivers and 
other employes walked off their jobs. 
But most Greyhound passengers were 
transferred to trains or buses of other 
lines. 
. 
Negotiations between the firm and 
the Amalgamated Transit Union broke 
off an hour after the strike began at 2 
p.m. EST Monday, when a contract 
extension expired. 
Some 16,000 Greyhound employes 
struck the nationwide system which 
carries passengers to and from about 
40,000 American cities. 
Federal Mediator Guy Parent said 
he did not know whether negotiations 
would be resumed immediately. Union 
and company representatives were at 
the bargaining table around-the-clock 
for 48 hours prior to the strike. 
Picket lines went up at Greyhound 
terminals in many cities. In some, 
such as Boston, which also serve local 
commuter and other bus lines, pickets 
were stationed in driveways but not at 
passenger entrances. 
G reyhound’s 
ch artered 
buses 
continued to operate with union per­ 
mission. One union official said some 
charter buses may be operating for 
another week.

The figure 
represented an increase from the 
previous month’s target growth of 
from 2 to 6 per cent. 
Ohio Weathering Recession 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio is 
not a job hunter’s paradise, but a 
higher percentage of Ohioans are 
employed than across the nation, 
statistics from the Ohio Bureau of Em ­ 
ployment Services showed. 
The sta te unadjusted seasonal 
employment rate for October is ex­ 
pected to be near September’s 4.4 per 
cent, William Papier, director of 
research and statistics for the bureau, 
said. This figure, the probable state 
low for 1974, is well below the national 
average for the same period of 5.7 per 
cent. Ohio’s October figures won’t be 
compiled until late this month, he said. 
Since 
Septem ber, 
how ever, 
thousands of Ohioans have been laid 
off because of the slump in automotive 
sales and the coal strike. 
General Motors Corp. alone, one of 
the largest manufacturing employers 
in Ohio, has laid off more than 8 per 
cent of its 110,000 workers in the state. 
And the United Mine Workers strike 
has idled 12,000 coal and related- 
industry workers throughout the state. 
Papier said that Ohio’s low unem­ 
ployment rate is “attributable to the 
composition of industry in Ohio. Ohio is 
fortunate in having some industries 
that are still going strong, and of the 
industries most seriously affected, we 
don’t have too many employes in 
them ,” he said. 
“Ohio normally is not as seriously 
affected by recessions as is the nation 
as a whole unless or until the recession 
tends to be very severe,” Papier said 
recently. 
“We have had counteracting trends 
in this state for a number of years,” he 
said. For example, Papier pointed out, 
factory employment has decreased 1.1 
per cent over a year ago, but non­ 
manufacturing employment has in­ 
creased 3.4 per cent in the same 
period. 
“One more than offsets the other,” 
Papier said. 
Seven out of IO jobs in Ohio are held 
by workers employed in the eight large 
metropolitan areas of Ohio, Papier 
said. All eight areas show unemploy­ 
ment rates below the national average, 
he said.

Papier said the rural areas have a 
“limited effect” on the statewide 
figures. But he guessed that most of 
the state's 88 counties were under the 
national average. 
“Ohio shows better than the national 
picture,” Papier said, “but it remains 
to be seen whether this pattern will 
continue.” 
Among the m ajor m etropolitan 
areas, C incinnati’s unem ploym ent 
rate of 5.3 per cent for September was 
the highest in the state. However, the 
estimated number of jobless persons in 
the area dropped 1,000 persons to 
31,800 and overall employment ac­ 
tually rose from 560,400 in August to a 
September total of 562,500, bureau sta­ 
tistics showed. 
The director of economic research 
for the Cincinnati Chamber of Com­ 
merce said the high rate of unem­ 
ployment for that period was a result 
of the national economic scene and a 
local 
72-day 
construction 
industry 
strike. 
I^irry Mci^aughlin said, “Quite a 
few people (were) laid off because of 
the strike, nearly 5,000 in the greater 
Cincinnati area.” 
The largest metropolitan area in the 
state, Cleveland, also showed a drop in 
its unemployment level from August to 
September, down .3 per cent to 4.7 per 


cent of the civilian labor force. 
Richard Adler, spokesman for the 
G reater 
Cleveland 
Growth 
Association, said however, he expects 
October jobless rates for the area to be 
over 5 per cent and to rise higher again 
in November. 


Adler said the effects of inflation and 
the coal strike are yet to be felt. “ I 
think we can survive a short strike 
without serious effect,” he said, “ but I 
emphasize only a very short strike.” 


The vice president of research for 
the Columbus Chamber of Commerce 
attributed the low local unemployment 
rate of 3.5 per cent for September to 
the diversity of industry and em­ 
ployment in Franklin County. 
Jam es R. Thomas said, “The kinds 
of employment we have is not as 
subject to fluctuations as much as the 
rest of the country.” 
Newton A. Brokaw, the executive 
director of the Columbus Industrial 
Association, said only a few area in­ 
dustries have announced layoffs so far. 
Brokaw 
said 
he 
expects 
the 
Columbus area to fare “very well 
indeed in a tough economic situation” 
as a major distribution center. 
“ We haven’t been hard hit yet, but if 
the darn thing keeps going we may 
b e,” 
said 
Ralph 
G.

Columbus, Franklin County AFL-CIO. 
Philippine Ambassador Freed 
After Talks With Gun-Wielder

WASHINGTON (AP) — A father 
seeking the release of his son from the 
Philippines held the Philippine am­ 
bassador and a wounded aide hostage 
for almost 12 hours before throwing 
down his gun and surrendering. 


Napoleon I .Ochoco tossed the weapon 
from a second floor window of the 
Philippine chancery about 2 a.m. 
today 
and 
surrendered 
peacefully 
after receiving word that his son, who 
he claimed had been prevented from 
joining the rest of the family here, had 
left the Philippines by airliner. 


“Mr. 
Ochoco felt he had ac­ 
complished what he set out to do,” said 
embassy spokesman R.V. Cruz. 
Ochoco was taken into custody by 
FBI agents, and an official said he 
would be arraigned today on charges 
of assaulting a diplomatic officer. 


Philippine President Ferdinand 
M arcos 
had 
sent 
his 
personal 
assurances to the embassy here that 
Napoleon Ochoco Jr., 24, would be 
allowed to leave if his father would 
free the hostages. 
The father said he would release 
Eduardo Z. Rom ualdez and his 
economic attache two hours after his 
son was airborne, and on the appointed 
hour the surrender took place, 
Philippine diplomat Jose Naldo said. 
In Manila, authorities said the son 
was en route to the United States. They 
said he was picked up early Tuesday 
from the home of his grandfather in 
neighboring Quezon City. 
G ary R. A lexander, Lechoco’s 
lawyer, said Marcos had assured that 
young Ochoco would “receive im­ 


mediate and safe release and conduct 
to the United States on the first avail­ 
able flight.” 
Romualdez was released unharmed, 
but the attache, Mario I^agdameo, had 
a deep flesh wound which doctors at 
George 
W ashington 
U niversity 
Hospital said was caused by a gunshot. 
Naldo said I^agdameo, who holds a 
black belt in karate, was wounded 
when he tried to wrestle with Lechoco. 
He said the three men spent most of 
the siege lying on the floor of Ro- 
mualdez’s office because 
Ochoco 
feared the possibility of sniper shots 
through the windows. 
Negotiations prior to the surrender 
had been going on since shortly after 
Ochoco took the two men hostages 
around 3 p.m. EST Monday. Police 
quickly made telephone contact with 
I Ochoco# and FBI agents entered the 
talks. 
Ivechoco’s wife was taken to the 
embassy to relay the Philippine offer 
directly to her husband, including 
news that the son would be freed when 
the hostages were released.

Coal Negotiations 
M ay Be Reopened 


WASHINGTON (AP) - United Mine 
Workers President Arnold Miller may 
have to reopen negotiations with coal 
industry representatives before he can 
sell a proposed new contract to his 
striking union. 
Little progress was reported Mon­ 
day in the UMW’s efforts to achieve 
ratification of the tentative agreement 
reached last week. A union source said 
Miller might have to return to the 
bargaining table with the coal industry 
to win some modifications in the 
proposal before it can receive ap­ 
proval of the union's bargaining 
council. 
Industry spokesmen have indicated 
that such bargaining would only be to 
consider a possible redistribution of 
benefits, not a fattening of the overall 
contract. 
Meanwhile, the strike by the 120,000 
UMW members, affecting mines 
producing 70 per cent of the nation’s 
soft coal, entered its second week 
today. 
Discussion of the proposed three- 
year contract by the bargaining 
council was scheduled to resume today 
after a threeday recess because of the 
apparently unrelated slaying last 
Friday of a UMW official. 
The bargaining council must ap­ 
prove the contract proposal before it 
can be submitted to the union mem­ 
bers. But union officials indicated 
there is serious disagreement among 
the council over some sections. 
It seemed virtually certain the strike 
would extend another two weeks, since 
UMW officials say it will take another 
eight to IO days to get the contract 
ratified once it is approved by the 
bargaining council. 
The strike already has idled more 
than 15,000 workers in the railroad and 
steel industries.

Saxbe Clashes 
With Kelley 
On FBI Role 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Atty. Gen. 
William B. Saxbe has refused to go 
along with an FBI request 
for 
legislation authorizing emergency 
“ dirty tricks” against domestic 
political organizations. 
The split between Saxbe and FBI 
Director Clarence M. Kelley surfaced 
at a news conference Monday as the 
attorney general denounced the dis­ 
ruptive tactics employed in FBI 
counterintelligence operations for 15 
years ending in 1971. 
Saxbe said he has taken steps to 
prevent a repetition of such tactics. 
But he idicated that he leans against 
any legislation forbidding them 
outright. 
Instead, Saxbe urged Congress to 
create a joint HouseSenate committee 
to monitor the daily operations of the 
FBI. “I think this is one of the greatest 
safeguards that we could have in this 
country,” he asserted. 
Emphasizing a different objective, 
Kelley asked for legislation to permit 
the FBI “under emergency situations, 
to do some things which counteract the 
effectiveness” of militant groups at 
the extremes of the political spectrum. 
Kelley has been pushing the proposal 
for almost a year but the Justice 
Department has refused to adopt it. 
Saxbe and Kelley also differed in 
their appraisal of the tactics launched 
by the late FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover against the Communist Party 
U.S.A, the Socialist Workers party, 
“black extremist” groups, “white 
hate” groups and the New Left. 
Saxbe said he considers it improper 
for the FBI to engage in “positive 
disruptive activites” against domestic 
organizations in any circumstances. 
The counterintelligence program “in 
my mind, is not something that we in a 
free society should condone,” he 
continued. “I’m not here to try to 
justify the activities that went on 
under this.” 
But Kelley gave a resounding 
defense of the operation. He said he is 
convinced that FBI employes “acted 
entirely in good faith and within the 
bounds of what was expected of them 
by the President, the attorney general, 
the Congress and the American 
people.” 
On the other hand, Saxbe and 
Assistant Atty. Gen. Henry E. 
Petersen said FBI officials may have 
violated the law with some of the 
disruptive tactics.

Governors 
Eye Economy 


HILTON HEAD ISLAND, S.C. (AP) 
— Democratic governors, after taking 
a step they hope will prevent another 
clash between regular and reform 
factions in the party, turned their 
attention today to the economic 
headaches of inflation, unemployment 
and energy. 
Several resolutions were expected to 
be introduced during this final day of 
the Democratic governors meeting, 
urging Congress to take immediate 
steps rather than waiting until next 
year. 
The governors unanimously en­ 
dorsed on Monday compromise 
language in a key provision of a 
proposed party charter that would 
govern most 
aspects of party 
procedure beginning in 1977. The move 
was the first concrete indication that 
they will use their increased numbers 
to expand their role in party affairs. 
The disputed language centers on 
the selection of delegates to the 
national nominating conventions. The 
move taken by the governors would 
encourage participation by women, 
racial minorities and youth but 
eliminate the socalled quota system. 
The wording would also make it more 
difficult to change the party con­ 
stitution in future years. 


The action came at a private lun­ 
cheon after several governors had 
warned that the party’s image could 
suffer if there were a bloodbath at the 
Kansas City mini-convention next 
month. 
Chairman Robert Strauss said the 
agreement by the governors “breaks 
the logjam.” Strauss said he believed 
racial minorities and organized labor 
would accept the proposed wording. 
Note Lake 
Erosion 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)— The 
high level of Lake Erie has not 
changed the pattern of soil erosion but 
has increased its rate, according to a 
Kent State University geologist. 
Geologist Andrew Vidra testified 
Monday at a hearing on water levels in 
the Great Lakes sponsored by the 
International Joint Commission of the 
United States and Canada. 
He presented findings of studies he 
has made along Lake Erie east of 
Cleveland. 
Vidra said that erosion would occur 
over a period of several years 
regardless of the lake levels as the rain 
washed away the sandy top layer of 
soil. 
However, he explained that the rate 
of erosion is increased by the high 
water levels as the soil is washed away 
by waves whipped ashore by wind­ 
storms on the lake.

Canadian 
Beef Curbed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford has imposed quotas on imports of 
beef and pork from Canada in an at­ 
tempt to force Canada to lift its own re­ 
strictions on imports of U.S. produced 
cattle and meat. 
His order may cut off Canadian 
shipments immediately because the 
quotas are retroactive to last Aug. 12. 
“We believe the inflationary impact 
will be minimal,” a White House 
spokesman said after Ford signed the 
quota proclamation Saturday. 
“If 
Canada removes their quotas we will 
remove our restrictions.” 
The quotas, imposed for a 12-month 
period, restrict Canadian imports to 
17,000 head of cattle; 50,000 head of 
swine; 17 million pounds of fresh, 
chilled, frozen, prepared or preserved 
beef and veal; and 36 million pounds of 
pork in the same category.

Food For Thought 


NEW YORK — There have been 
many suggestions offered at the World 
Food Conference as how best to 
alleviate the famines that have 
brought millions to the point of death 
from starvation or the effects of 
malnutrition. 
One delegate from Britain recom­ 
mended that the “ haves” of the earth 
eat one less hamburger per week, to 
help the “ have-nots.” She didn’t ex­ 
plain how that bitter sacrifice for the 
“ haves” would alleviate, say, the 
ghastly pangs of the people of Chad. 
An American delegate proposed that 
• Henry Kissinger and other top figures 
at the conference in Rome lock 
themselves in a closet and not touch 
food for ten days, so they could emerge 
with a keener appreciation of how dire 
is the situation. But Henry left Rome 
shortly after his speech on opening 
day, straightened out the whole Mid- 
East problem, and was last seen dining 
at Sans Souci in Washington. As for the 
other top figures referred to, they’ve 
been tied up at the rounds of cocktail 
parties and dinners that have marked 
the fight against famine. They must be 
bloody well bushed and in need of a 
vacation at the Ritz. 
It has been 
suggested to the 
delegates that they appear from time 
to time carrying box lunches instead of 
repairing happily into the restaurant 
which is a part of the whited sepulcher 
where they ponder despair. It was built 
by Mussolini as a monument to his 
courageous 
victory 
over 
the 
Ethiopians — now among the starving 
peoples. 
A charitable organization has 
recommended that the whole affluent 
world observe a full day without food 
and send in the equivalent of what it 
would have cost to eat that day. 
Carlos Romulo, whose credentials 
span most of man’s endeavors, had 
still another remedy when he ad­ 
dressed the Food Conference the other 
day at the Palazzo dei Congressi. The 
Philippine war hero, educator, foreign 
minister, etc., etc. ad-libbed in the 
middle of his prepared remarks, “ A 
thought has just occurred to me — 
which, I must confess, is rather 
unusual. 
“ We are, after all, meeting in Rome, 
the city of the Popes. As those of you 
who are Roman Catholics know, when 
a Pope dies and a new successor of 
Saint Peter must be chosen the car- 
dinal-electors are confined in rather 
uncomfortable quarters and given less 
and less to eat and drink with each 
passing day to compel them to arrive 
at a quick decision. 
“ Now, why don’t we adopt this 
Vacation tradition? Let us agree to be 
confined in this hall until we can reach 
decisions on how to alleviate famine in 
the world and guard against its 
recurrence in the future. In the 
meantime, we would be fed only the 
average daily ration of an Asian or an

NEW YORK (A P) - The world is too 
much with us, the poet wrote, and he 
warned us that in getting and spending 
we lay waste our powers.

I. The Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States claims the country 
doesn’t have an effective restraint on 
at least one area of federal activity— 
the pay scales of government workers. 
Federal salaries, it says, are out­ 
stripping those of workers in private 
industry. That, it suggests, not only is 
unfair competition with private in­ 
dustry but is inflationary as well.

figures, the chamber reports that 
average federal pay now is $12,984 a 
year, or 46 per cent more than the 
average $8,900 received in the private 
sector, which it represents.

It relates that a 
I,abor Department report “ states that 
federal government fringe benefits, as 
a percentage of pay, are about 12 per 
cent greater than those of workers 
employed in the private sector.” 

It’s because the foxes 
are guarding the henhouse, says the 
chamber, referring to a recent Senate 
vote to grant pay increases to federal 
workers, despite a presidential request 
they be postponed. 
They'll Do It Every Time

2. Like the U.S. Chamber, the Tax 
Foundation often is critical of how 
Washington spends its money. And 
nothing concerns the foundation more 
than the federal debt, which is now ap­ 
proaching $500 billion. 
A major problem with the debt, it 
observes, is that the “ ceiling” which is 
supposed to serve as a lid floats too 
easily. In 20 years it has been raised 32 
times, and most people believe that 
record will be broken soon. 
Now the foundation worries not just 
about the debt itself but about the $31 
billion in interest that the government 
must pay to maintain that debt. That 
interest, it notes, is now the third 
largest spending category in the entire 
budget. 
3. What do these have in common: 
convenience foods, children’s clothing, 
appliance repairs, home repairs, 
automobile repairs, heating oil, mov­ 
ing expenses, credit ’charges and 
prescription drugs? 
In terms of value for the dollar, a 
study by the Conference Board shows, 
these items are considered by con­ 
sumers to be among the poorest buys 
in the market place. 
The worst buy of all, the consumers 
indicated, was gasoline — but to have 
included that item in the list would 
have made the answer too easy. 
Only 4.2 per cent of the 10,000 
families studied classified gasoline as 
a good buy. Close to 28 per cent termed 
it an average buy, and 68 per cent 
classified it as a poor buy. 
The best mark of all was given to 
poultry, some 44.1 per cent terming it a 
good buy. Eggs scored 39.4, black and 
white television sets 37.1, fresh 
vegetables 24.1 and milk 23 per cent.

Speaking Of Your Health

Are there different types of 
hemorrhids? Does bleeding from one 
type mean that cancer may develop0 
MissB. J., Tex. 
Dear Miss J.: 
It is surprising that despite constant 
reassurance many readers still ex­ 
press anxiety about relatively in­ 
significant conditions. 
So many readers seem to be 
dominated by the fear of cancer and 
they relate that fear to any condition 
that may arise. 
Hemorrhoids (“ piles” ) are painful, 
tender swellings of the veins around 
the opening of the rectum. When they 
become enlarged and inflamed the 
distress can be marked. 
Hemorrhoids are of two types: the 
external, or outer ones, are small 
rounded, bluish enlargements. They 
are noticeable when an individual 
strains during a bowel movement. 
Painful spasm, burning, itching and 
bleeding may occur. 
Internal hemorrhoids differ only by 
their location, but the symptoms are 
similar. Examination quickly reveals 
their location. 
Both types are associated with long­ 
standing constipation or rectal 
disease. Pregnancy can sometimes 
produce temporary hemorrhoids. 
Many people delay seeking advice 
from their physicians because they are 
terrorized by their misconception that 
rectal bleeding always indicates in­ 
curable cancer. 
This false notion does a great in­ 


justice to those who could benefit from 
a simple examination and local 
treatment. 
Assurance can alleviate 
these unfounded fears. 
Certainly, any persistent bleeding 
must be studied to determine its exact 
cause. 


Surgery is not always necessary for 
hemorrhoids. 
Medicated 
sup­ 
positories, readjustment of bowel 
habits and other forms of local 
treatment, if started early, may 
remove the need for surgery. 


Is it safe to use penicillin tablets that 
have been lying on the shelf for a long 
time0 
Mrs. E. L. B., Va. 
Dear Mrs. B. : 
Physicians usually prescribe enough 
drugs to carry one through a period of 
infection. 
It is rare that more than a few 
tablets or capsules remain unused. 
Even if a few do remain the likelihood 
is that if another infection occurs a 
renewed 
prescription 
w ill 
be 
necessary. It therefore serves no 
function to save one or two doses of 
penicillin to use after a long period of 
time. 


The shelf life of drugs varies. Many 
are stable and are safe to use after 
many years. Others deteriorate with 
time. If, in an emergency, leftover 
drugs are needed, a call to the phar­ 
macist will give an exact indication of 
safety.

Pope Hits String 
Of Kidnapings 


VATICAN CITY (A P) - Pope Paul 
VI says the high ransom sums being 
demanded in the string of kidnapings 
in Italy “ become cursed in the bandit’s 
hands.” 
In an address to a Sunday crowd at 
St. Peter’s Square, the Pope deplored 
what he called the “ current fearful 
string” of such kidnapings. He noted 
the families affected “ frequently do 
not have the sums asked in the 
iniquitous ransom.” 
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KOMPONG SPEU , Cambodia (A P) 
— The “orphan platoons” defend three 
mud walled forts and guard a three- 
quarter mile long section of the 
defense perimeter of this provincial 
town 30 miles west of Phnom Penh, the 
capital. 
The 123 boys range in age from IO to 
14. Their families have been killed in 
the 4,'2year-old war between govern­ 
ment forces and Communist-led in­ 
surgents or remain in Cambodian 
rebel territory. They are in a volunteer 
unit supported by the government 
commander, 
Brig. 
Gen. 
Chan- 
tarangsei, a prince and cousin of 
deposed leader Prince Norodom Siha­ 
nouk. 
Armed with a varied assortment of 
vintage World War II weapons and 
captured insurgent arms, the boy 
soldiers have repulsed seven insurgent 
attacks in the past year. 
Four of the boys were killed last 
month when they triggered a mine 
while going out on an ambush patrol. 
These have been the only casualties 
reported. 
The company of troops is split into 
three 40-man platoons based in 
triangular mud walled defensive posts 
that measure 50 yards on a side. 
Recently outlying patrols of one of 
the camps has fought skirmishes with 
insurgent troops whose main line is 
only a half mile away. 
The crackle of gunfire broke out and 
a few bullets stung the air overhead. 
The boys, many dressed in dirty 
shorts, took their bunkerline holes 
behind machineguns or rifles. 
One patrol had run into a rebel squad 
only 500 yards from one post. The 
firing died down after a few minutes. 
The unit is watched over by 23‘older 
soldiers and three officers. The 
commander is called “ papa” and he 
calls the troops “ my sons” . 
One boy said, “ We don’t mind living 
like this. We have no families and no 
place to go. The general is the only one 
who cares for us.” 
The boys are paid two dollars a 
month each out of the general’s pocket 
but they are provided a normal 
soldier’s rice and ammunition ration. 
General 
Chantarangsei 
is 
at­ 
tempting to get the troops on the 
regular army roll so they will be able 
to draw normal 
pay. 
They 
are 
defensive forces, not assault troops. 
As the war drags on in Cambodia, 
more young boys are found in line units 


on both sides. Their fathers and older 
brothers have already been killed. 
As family and society breaks down 
young boys move into the army which 
at least provides them with security— 
identity—a place to belong to—home. 
New Embargo 
Would Hurt 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The United 
States will face the same gasoline 
shortages as last year if another Arab- 
Israeli war breaks out and a new oil 
embargo is imposed, says Interior 
Secretary Rogers C.B. Morton. 
“ We are in the same fix we were in 
before,” he said Sunday on the CBS 
program Face the Nation. 
“ Very frankly, there is very little we 
can do in the very short term. There is 
not a program under way” to counter 
any embargo, he said. “ We are hopeful 
that over the next few years we will at 
least 
be 
able 
to 
delineate 
the 
problem.” 
Morton, the head of the new federal 
Energy 
Council, 
said 
the 
ad­ 
ministration is considering options to 
curb fuel consumption. 
“ We’re just now beginning to un­ 
derstand what’s going on,” he said. 
“ We should go through the final 
quarter of this year and the first of 
next before making a drastic decision 
such as mandatory rationing or a self- 
imposed embargo. That will take us to 
about spring.” 
Meanwhile, President Ford said he 
is considering a form of fuel allocation 
if voluntary efforts to curb con­ 
sumption fail.

When California Gov. Ronald Reagan 
leaves office in January, he’s return­ 
ing to the career in which he started 
— broadcasting. 
Reagan’s press secretary said 
Sunday the 63-year-old Reagan will 
tape five five-minute commentaries 
weekly for a series called' “ The 
American Viewpoint.” 
Reagan, who made his name as an 
actor, got his start in show business in 
the 1930s as a radio sports announcer 
for station WHO in Des Moines, Iowa.

Steamboat 
Launching 
Set Nov, 30 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P) — The 
Delta Queen Steamboat Co. will launch 
the first traditional stem wheeler built 
in the United States in half a century 
on Nov. 30, the 130th birthday of Mark 
Twain. 
The $17-million, all steel passenger 
carrier will be a sistership to the firm’s 
Delta Queen, the last overnight 
passenger carrier plying the Ohio, 
Mississippi, Kentucky, Tennessee and 
Missouri rivers. 
The yet unnamed steamer will be 
launched at Jeffersonville, Ind. into 
the Ohio River. Officials said about 14 
more months work will be required at 
the Jeffboat Shipyards where two 
more decks will be installed and 
finishing work will be completed. 
The firm said the 379-foot long vessel 
will be of traditional design but with 
modern conveniences. It will also be 
fireproof. 
It will be propelled by two 2,000- 
horsepower, cross-compound engines. 
Modern facilities for the 400- 
passenger boat will include a complete 
on-board communications system, 
swimming pool, elevators, theater and 
sauna. 
The Delta Queen was the subject of a 
two-year campaign to win exemption 
from the Safety At Sea Act in 
Congress. The current steamer’s 
superstructure is basically wood, and, 
although many fireproofing systems 
were installed, was in violation of the 
act.

Crime 


By JIM BISHOP 


Crime is the privilege of the poor. 
The affluent—economic or political— 
are fewer in number and prefer to 
manipulate a bank for their enrich­ 
ment rather than to stick it up. In this 
decade, crime has soared with in­ 
flation and unemployment. 
The graph charts depict parallel 
courses. An unemployment rate of 3 
per cent has always been dubbed 
“ normal” by economists. For every 97 
men and women working, three are 
either looking for more pleasant work 
or are content to lie in bed and wait for 
an unemployment check. 
The government admits to a current 
6 per cent unemployment situation, 
which is probably low by two per­ 
centage points. Eight per cent less 
spending for bread and automobiles 
and clothing. In response, bakers, car 
dealers and clothiers lay off 8 per cent 
of their help and chop electric bills, 
advertising and inventories. 
Quite simply, unemployment is self- 
proliferating. It’s a spiral staircase to 
disaster. An honest man will steal to 
keep his family fed. Among America’s 
23 million blacks, the situation is 
worse. They are the last to be hired, 
the first to be fired. 
Racially—one can only guess—black 
unemployment ranges between ll per 
cent and 15 per cent. The cold figures 
of the F.B .I. files depict the Negro as 
the biggest risk in armed robbery, 
automobile 
thefts 
and 
house 
burglaries. 
His children may get a free ride to a 
white school, but daddy, quite often, 
gets a free ride to prison. We are so 
busy trying to hang on to what we 
have, that we do not see the black man 
as the one who can take it away—and 
possibly our lives too—with a gun. 
I do not excuse his young militants. 
Many of them rob and rape for a wrong 
which can only be found in history 
books. The militants, as Dr. Martin 
Luther King said, “ are the crazies.’’ 
Many are jazzed up on drugs. They win 
not accept the truth that this ia a white 
country, that 89 per cent of the citizens 
are Caucasian and ll per cent are 
black. 
As in any country, they must join the 
majority, expunge segregation, and 
abide by the laws, or slink off into the 
ghettoes and eat hate. There is no third 
option. 
In our system, crime is to a 
policeman what a fire is to a fireman. 
He must get to it, stop it, apprehend 
the lawbreaker, or watch helplessly as 
it spreads. He is the bottom rung, and 
the most abused, in the judicial ladder. 
He lives through long dull days when 
nothing happens. If he is a good 
policeman—and most of them are 
dedicated, though God knows why—he 
makes a pinch now and then. Often, he 
must use his day off to testify in court. 
Defense attorneys who are by law 
amicus curiae—friends of the courts 


and therefore of abstract justice 
challenge him, cheapen him and often 
make him look like a criminal in 
uniform. 
Sometimes he is. No one can draw 
100,000 saints together without finding 
sinners. A police criminal is worse 
than a civilian wrong-doer, and more 
dangerous. 
Today, the judicial deck is stacked 
against the cop. His life may be 
threatened by a stranger with a gun. 
but if the policeman fires first, he had 
better be prepared for long Internal 
Security 
Division 
interrogation, 
possible loss of job, and a heavy civil 
law suit. 
When you see those bumper stickers, 
“ Support Your Police,” they aren’t 
asking, they’re begging. They need the 
assistance of concerned citizens. Ask 
your precinct captain if you can sit on 
a bench in a police station on a Friday 
night and watch the dregs they drag in. 
I oppose the cop who clubs prisoners 
within the sanctity of the police locker 
room. There is no room for sadists in 
the department. But I am even more 
deeply committed to the extermination 
of the recidivist criminal—the one who 
is free on bond for one crime and 
commits another. 
America might do well if the OO state 
Attorneys General appointed an 
American Bar Association committee 
to draw up a uniform criminal code. 
We 
are 
not 
50 
separate 
states 
anymore. We are one. Everything 
from a traffic violation to homicide 
should 
have 
uniform ity. 
The 
desecration of the criminal code lies in 
the latitude permitted in sentencing. 
There is nothing equitable about 
serving l-to-10 years. It is one or it is 
IO. A defendant can be convicted of 
four murders second-degree, and get 
four sentences of 20 years to life. The 
latitude is not only unjust, but the 
judge can order them served con­ 
currently or consecutively. 
There isn’t sufficient room here to 
point to the inefficiency of criminal 
courts judges who are reversed on 
appeal; or the thievery of those in 
black robes who have “ bag men” for 
their payoffs. 
Plea bargaining, that’s a whole new 
story. The judicial system is ex­ 
pensive, overloaded with cases and so 
crooked that some judges can hide 
behind a corkscrew. Let us agree on a 
national criminal code .. .

No Women Blacks 
In State Assembly 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Ohio’s 
new General Assembly, as in past 
years, has more blacks than women— 
but no women blacks. 
The 111th General Assembly will 
have the same number of blacks as the 
110th and two additional women 
members, making blacks an 8.3 per 
cent and women 6.8 per cent 
minorities. 
Ohioans re-elected nine black House 
members in as many contests Nov. 5, 
along with both black lawmakers in 
the Senate. Two black challengers of 
white incumbents lost. 
Rep. M. Joan Douglass, R-61 
Mansfield, was defeated in her bid for 
a second term, but Reps. Donna Pope, 
R-12 Parm a; Irene Sm art, D-49 
Canton, and Fthen Swanbeck, R-72 
Huron, were re-elected. 
Four new women join the returnees 
when the new General Assembly 
convenes Jan. 6, boosting the House 
total to seven—the highest total in 
recent history. 
They are Reps.-clect Helen Fix, R-26 
Cincinnati; Virginia Aveni, D-17 
Lyndhurst in Cuyahoga County; 
Francine Panehal, D-5 Cleveland, and 
Irma Karmol, R-44 Toledo 
Among 
the 
seven, 
four 
are 
Republicans and three Democrats in a 
99-member House that w ill be 
dominated 59-40 by Democrats. 
In the 33-member Senate, controlled 
by the Democrats 21-12, there will be 
two women next time, a loss of one 
resulting from the defeat of Sen. Clara 
E. Weisenbom, R-5 Dayton. 
Sen. Marigene Valiquette, D-ll 
Toledo, was elected to her second four- 
year term in the Senate, and Sen. 
Anice W. Johnson, R-18 Aurora, is in 
the middle of her first term. Valiquette 
was a chief sponsor of the federal 
women’s Equal Rights Amendment 
which Ohio ratified early this year. 
Two blacks made formidable 
challenges of white incumbents this 
year. Republican Akron Councilman 
Thad Garrett lost to Rep. 
Pete 
Crossland, D-42 Akron, in a close 
contest, and former GOP Rep. David 
Albritton, a former Ohio State and 
Olympic track star, narrowly lost to 
Rep. Edward J. Orlett of Dayton in the 
34th House District. 
Re-elected blacks are Sens. M. 
Morris Jackson, D-21 Cleveland, and 
William Bowen, D-9 Cincinnati, in the 


Senate, and Assistant Majority leader

Fred B. Orr of Chillicothe, guest 
speaker, used as his subject “ Ohio- 
Erie Canal, ifs significance In Ohio 
History.” In introducing the speaker, 
Mrs. Leroy Hewitt Cromley, men­ 
tioned the pioneer status of Mr. Orris 
antecedents and the fact that the farm 
where he resides has been in his family 
for 101 years. 
Mr. Orr painted a vivid picture of the 
Ohio wilderness in the late 18th cen­ 
tury stating “ So dense was the forest 
that a squirrel could travel from the 
Ohio River to Lake Erie without 
touching the ground.” He explained 
that very early in the settlement of the 
state it was recognized by men of note 
that the central area was landlocked 
and would need means of tran s­ 
portation to realize its true potential. 
‘‘In 1822 the Ohio Canal Commission 
contracted with James Geddes, an 
engineer from New York, to make the 
initial surveys, five in all. On July 4, 
1825, a ground breaking celebration 
was held in Newark, with Senator 
Thomas Ewing making the principal 
speech.” 
Other facts stressed by Mr. Orr 
were: there was no earth moving 
machinery in those days, this great 
feat was accomplished by men using 
pick and shovels, working from 
sunrise to sunset for $6. per month. The 
main trunk of the canal extended 333 
miles with access feeders connecting 
Lancaster, 
Canal 
Winchester, 
Columbus and other ports covered an 
equal number of miles. The canal was 
40 feet wide at top, 26 feet at the bottom 
and had a depth of four feet. One 
hundred forty six locks were needed to 
raise and lower the boats and 14 
aquaducts to cross over rivers etc. The 
Canal serviced 40 ports and cost ap-

Nursing Homes 
Facing Deadline 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Faced 
with massive nursing home non­ 
compliance to new 
fire safety 
regulations, a Cincinnati legislator has 
called for the establishment of a 
watchdog committee to oversee en­ 
forcement of the law. 
State Rep. Norman A. Murdock, R- 
Cincinnati, said Monday that about 600 
of the state’s 1,200 nursing homes will 
not have automatic sprinkling systems 
installed by the Jan. I deadline. 
A spokesman for the National 
Automatic Sprinkler System and Fire 
Control Association predicted that the 
suppressant devices would not be 
installed in all of the remaining homes 
until the end of next year. 
Based on information reported at the 
90-minute meeting here, Murdock 
agreed that, “We’d be lucky to have 
IOO per cent compliance by the end of 
the (next) year.” 
Murdock, the assistant house 
minority leader, said he felt “very 
strong about having a 
watchdog 
committee” help enforce the law, as 
an alternative to granting a six-month 
or one year extension. 
Nevertheless if nursing homes 
should continue to fail to comply with 
the regulations, officials are limited in 
the actions they can take, realizing it

WASHINGTON (AP) - Attorney 
General William B. Saxbe says he and 
his successors must assert their 
authority over the FBI to prevent a 
repetition of its secret counter­ 
intelligence operations against radical 
and extremist groups. 
A government report on the FBI 
activities said the bureau operated the 
program for 15 years in an attempt to 
discredit radicals and extremists or 
hurt them economically. 
Saxbe, appearing on the NBC 
program “ Meet the Press” Sunday, 
said no such program is operating 
now, but added that it is “essential’’ 
for attorneys general to ‘‘assert 
authority over the FBI because this 
could happen again if we are not 
vigilant.” 
Asked if any attorney general had 
been aware of the FBI program, Saxbe 
said, “I can’t be sure ... As far as 
direct regular reports, I don’t think 
so.” 
A copy of the draft FBI report on the 
program, supplied to The Associated 
Press by columnist Jack Anderson, 
Saturday said it was targeted against 
the New Left, black extremists, white 
hate groups, the Socialist Workers 
party and the U.S. Communist Party.

Central State 
Backed In Report 


WILBERFORCE, Ohio (AP) - 
Central State University President 
Ijonel Newsom praised a state task 
force report recommending retention 
of the predominantly black school 
which was heavily damaged in the 
April 3 tornado. 


“The quality of a school is not 
measured by its size,” Newsom said. 
“The quality of a school is measured 
by the students who come there and 
what its graduates achieve when they 
leave. 
“We must make this a place where 
students will clamor at the door to get 
in.” 


Newsom had feared the task force of 
the Ohio Board of Regents might 
recommend closing the school or 
combining it with another. The report 
had been ordered before tornadoes 
swept the Xenia area and caused its 
delay. 
The report recommended that the 
state provide minimum funding of $6.5 
million annually for Ohio’s smallest 
state university with 2,100 students. 
The report also called for state aid in 
rebuilding the school which suffered 


$13 million damage in the tornado. 
Newsom said $10 million in federal 
disaster aid had been sought, but only 
$2.5 million had been assured. 
“A minimum guaranteed level of 
funding for each small institution 
permits the university to engage in 
long-range fiscal program planning,” 
the report said. 
“This freedom is especially crucial 
to Central State University, for its 
recent history has focused too mr % on 
increasing enrollment rather t a on 
the quality 
of educational 
ex­ 
perience.” 
The com mittee, appointed 
ny 
Regents Chancellor Dolph Morton, in 
February, 1974, called on the state to 
make an immediate capital grant 
available to help rebuild the univer­ 
sity’s facilities. 
“It is the committee’s opinion,” the 
report said, “ that Central State 
University is an invaluable asset to the 
State of Ohio, and should remain as an 
independent institution. 
“ Responsbility 
for 
educating 
educationally disadvantaged may go 
unmet in Ohio if it is not assumed by 
Central State.”

Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz 
said the quotas will be lifted if Canada 
does likewise. 
He told a news conference there 
should be free trade between the two 
countries, not barriers. But he said 
there was no choice in view of the 
Canadian action. 
“We’re playing the game in their 
arena, with their weapons, by their 
rules,” Butz said. 
Department officials estimated that 
as of last Saturday — when Ford an­ 
nounced the curbs — Canada already 
had shipped more than one-half of its 
new quota of live cattle, beef, veal and 
hogs, and 30 per cent of the allowable 
pork for the entire 12-month span. 
The new quota continues a con­ 
troversy over U.S.-Canada farm trade, 
mainly 
involving livestock, which 
began a year ago with import sur­ 
charges by Canada, te s t April, 
Canada banned U.S. cattle and beef 
unless those were certified free of 
exposure to the growth hormone, DES. 
Although a compromise inspection 
and certification system for keeping 
DES-contaminated U.S. products out 
of Canada was worked out, the quota 
system which began in August had 
remained a sensitive issue with the 
U.S. government and American 
producers.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P)- The 
president of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce of the United States said that 
while he generally approves of 
president Ford’s program to halt in­ 
flation, he would urge the chief 
executive to spend more time selling 
it. 
Arch Booth, here for a two-day 
conference with regional business 
leaders, also said the greatest danger 
which exists now that the recessions 
has been defined is for Congress to 
become panicky. 
“To enact what we call anti­ 
recessionary measures—that is to 
prime the pump—would produce short­ 
term solutions, but they would be very 
limited ones,” Booth told a news con­ 
ference Monday. 
“It would only make greater the 


already immense problem of in­ 
flation.” The cure can come only at the 
source, he said, by ending deficit 
spending by the government. 
Booth predicted the recession will 
continue in the United States into mid- 
1975. 
“The fires of inflation will bum 
through mid-1975, and they may go on 
for a short time after that. I believe, 
however, that those fires will even­ 
tually bum themselves out,” he said. 
“When interest rates drop to 7 and 8 
per cent, I think you will see a 
revitalization of consumer confidence 
and people will begin to buy more.” 
Booth said he has some indicators 
that the recession is already starting to 
weaken. Underlying prices on such 
commodities as copper, tin, wool and 
cotton are falling slightly. TTiis should 


soon be reflected in prices like 
clothing, he said. 
“The fact that there is still fluc­ 
tuation shows that our economy still 
works,” Booth said.

Internal Revenue Service and is 
published as a public service to tax­ 
payers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 
(Q) Because I work for two different 
employers, more than $13,200 (1974) of 
my wages this year will be subject to 
Social Security tax. How can I reclaim 
the excess tax paid? 
(A ) You are entitled to claim the 
excess withheld as a credit against 
your income tax. Compute this credit 
by adding the Social Security tax 
(FIC A ) withheld by all your employers 
this year, and the “ uncollected em­ 
ployee tax on tips” as shown on all 
your Forms W-2. From this total, 
subtract $772.20 (1974), the maximum 
Social Security tax that may be 
withheld from your pay. The balance is 
your credit which you may claim on 
line 62 of Form 1040. 
(Q) My father paid the $900 we owed 
on our car as an anniversary present to 
my husband and me. Do we have to 
pay income tax on this money? 
(A ) No. Although a debt paid by 
another person is generally income to 
a debtor, it is not income if the 
payment is intended as a gift. It is the 
intent of the one who pays another 
person’s debt that determines whether 
the payment is a gift. 
(Q) My employer has given me an 
expense-paid vacation to Mexico next 
January as an award for my reaching 
the million-dollar sales mark. How will 
this affect my income taxes? 
(A ) Rewards and bonuses including 
vacation trips paid to you 
for out­

Kansas City Chiefs 
Top Broncos, 42-34 


DENVER (AP) — A seemingly 
harmless safety ballooned into a 19- 
point third quarter for Kansas City, 
boosting the Chiefs to a National 
Football League victory over Denver 
and wrecking the Broncos’ playoff 
hopes. 
The Chiefs’ 42-34 triumph Monday 
night enabled Oakland to back into the 
American Conference West Division 
title and also spoiled a brilliant passing 
display by quarterback Charley 
Johnson of the Broncos. He completed 
28 of 42 passes for a whopping 445 
yards and two touchdowns. 
It all started innocently enough on 
the 
second-half 
kickoff 
of 
the 
nationally televised game. 
Denver’s Oliver Ross fumbled the 
boot, giving the Chiefs the ball at the 
Broncos’ 12-yard line. Kansas City’s 
Woody Green coughed it up at the one, 
but two plays later Chiefs' middle 
linebacker Willie Lanier tackled Otis 
Armstrong in the end zone for the 
safety. 
Denver still led 21-19 but Kansas City 
got good field position on the required 
free kick. The Chiefs promptly drove 
49 yards in five plays, climaxed by Len 
Dawson’s scrambling 35-yard TD pass 
to Otis Taylor. 
As if that wasn’t enough, Ed Podolak 
returned a punt 54 yards to the 
Broncos’ 17 and Green ran it in for a 33- 
21 Chiefs’ lead with less than five 
minutes gone in the period. 
Jan Stenerud kicked a 35-yard field 
goal on the Chiefs’ next possession to 
complete the scoring in the period. 


“ loosing momentum at the start ot 
the second half is what really hurt us,” 
Broncos’ Coach John Ralston said. 
“ We lost the ball, got it back, but then 
couldn't get it out of the end zone.” 
Ralston said the safety occurred on 
an off-tackle play in which Denver 
used a pulling guard. ‘‘lim ier filled the 
hole and got Otis for the safety,” he 
added. 
Johnson sparked the Broncos to a 
pair of fourth-quarter touchdowns that 
pulled Denver within eight points, but 
they got no closer. Rookie running 
back Jon Key worth, making his first 
start, scored his third shortyardage 
touchdown of the game on the opening 
play of the final quarter. 
Following a Kansas City touchdown, 
Johnson went to work again, com­ 
pleting a 65-yard, eight-play drive with 
a four-yard strike to Otto Stowe with 
7:50 left in the game. 
The Broncos drove to the Chiefs’ 14 
on their next possession, but Johnson 
was sacked and fumbled, and Kansas 
City’s Jim Lynch recovered with 4:27 
left, ending the threat. 
Johnson, who said he thought his 
arm was in passing motion on the 
crucial turnover, said the Broncos 
“ felt like we had to throw to win. I 
knew we could eat ‘em up with our 
passing game.” Johnson's yardage 
figure was the most in his 14-year pro 
career. 
The loss dropped Denver to 4-5-1 for 
the season, making 9-1 Oakland un­ 
co tc ha ble in the division. The Chiefs 
raised their mark to 4-6.

Expect Record Ohio Deer Hunt 


By JIM DAU BEL 
Written for Associated Press 
After this year, 1973’s “best deer 
hunting season in modem times” is 
expected to fall into the runnerup 
position. 
A significant increase in the Ohio 
deer herd is the key reason cited by 
wildlife officials for their optimism. 
Conservative estim ates put the 
current whitetail population at 70,000 
animals statewide as compared with 
65,000 last year, said Allen Cannon, 
assistant game supervisor for the 
Division of Wildlife. 
In deer zones where hunting is legal, 
this year’s gun season opens Dec. 2. 
Of last year’s total harvest of 7,594 
deer, 6,662 were taken with shotguns, 
716 by archers and 216 during the 
special primitive weapon season. The 
kill included 5,674 bucks and 1,920 does 
and anter-less bucks. 
Based on 101,113 permits sold, the 
kill averaged one deer for every 13.3 
hunters, although the actual ratio 
probably 
was 
more favorable to 
gunners because not all permits were 
used. 
Deer zone four consisting of 31 
counties in southeastern Ohio was the 
state’s best by far. 
A total of 6,054 whitetails were 
harvested in zone four. Leading 
counties were Athens which recorded 
552 deer kills, Muskingum with 473, 
Meigs with 425 and Morgan with 384. 
By comparison, 206 deer were taken 
in Williams County, the best in the 
northwest zone; 215 in Ashtabula, the 
northeast zone’s top producing county, 
and only 38 animals in Holmes County, 
best in the central zone. 
Several factors contribute to the 
large kill in southeaster Ohio, Cannon 
said. 
The region contains the state’s best 
deer habitat—vast woodlands, com­ 
paratively low human population 
density, good cover and food sources. 
Public hunting land is readily ac­ 
cessible, the number of gunners is high 
and the season in southeast Ohio is 
longer than elsewhere, Cannon said. 
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Statewide, but especially in the 
southeast, the deer herd has increased 
rather steadily for 20 or 30 years. 
Marginal farms in the hill country 
were abandoned in the 1940’s and 
1950’s and new-growth forests that 
followed offered improved habitat for 
deer.

NEW YORK (AP) - Oral 
history collections — taped 
talks with famous figures — 
aren’t new at universities. 
Alas, 
they 
only

scholars’ ears, not eyes. But 
work has begun to let the eyes 
have it, too. 
Former diplomat Angier 
Biddle Duke says he’s trying 
to create a videotape file of 
scholarly interviews with key 
Americans who, though now 
out of government service, 
helped 
shape 
modern 
American history. 
The collection, he adds, is 
for the archives of Duke 
University and intended ‘to 
provide a record for scholars 
and historians” in which they 
can observe as well as listen 
to the subject. 
Duke, 58, the chief White 
House protocol officer in the 
Kennedy 
Administration, 
said he and Jay Rutherford, a 
former State Department col­ 
league, began work on the 
project about a year ago. 
He said the Duke file 
already contains videotape 
interviews he’s had with 
former Sen. John Sherman 
Cooper, a member of the 
Warren Commission; Earl T. 
Smith, the last U.S. am­ 
bassador to Cuba before Fidel 
Castro’s rise to power, and 
the late Stanton Griffis, 
former U.S. ambassador to 
Argentina, Spain, Egypt and 
Poland. 
Duke says the tapes aren’t 
made with the idea of offering 
them to commercial or public 
TV: “We’d never do that. 
That would be absolutely 
ruled out.” 
The interviews are of 


active ones are naturally 
guarded about what they’d 
say. 
The basic concept, he said, 
is to question the subjects in 
an atmosphere in which they 
need 
not 
fear 
today’s 
recollections are tomorrow’s 
personally and professionally 
embarrassing headlines. 
TOs way, he added, they 
could speak freely on all sub­ 
jects, including all the chem­ 
istry that goes into public life 
and the decision-making 
processes.” 
And the subjects have final 
say on exactly when, how and 
to whom their interviews are 
to be opened for scrutiny, 
Duke said. 
Up to now, he said, Ruther­ 
ford, who is retired and living 
in Palm Beach, Fla., has fi­ 
nanced the taping of the Duke 
interviews. 
“But of course, he can’t do 
it indefinitely, and we’re 
seeking 
help 
from 
the 
foundations supporting the 
university,” 
he 
said, 
estimating the average cost 
of each taping at $5,000. 
He said he established the 
collection at Duke because 
that’s where he’s put his gov­ 
ernment papers and memo­ 
rabilia. Members of his 
family also serve as trustees 
there, he added. 
He said he understands the 
university’s videotape history 
library is the first of its kind 
in the nation.

They reportedly plan to join in 
issuing a call for Democrats to meet on 
Thursday or Friday of this week, 
rather than wait for the call of their 
present leader.

By tradition, the ranking members 
of each party in the Senate and House 
issue the call for an organizational 
meeting after candidates are elected 
in November. 
House Republicans, at the bidding of 
veteran Rep. Ethel G. Swan beck, R-72 
Huron, did so Monday. They re-elected 
Rep. Charles F. Kurfess, R-73 
Perrysburg, to his second term as 
minority leader. The onetime GOP 
speaker was unopposed. 
likewise, the upcoming caucus of 
Senate Republicans— yet to be 
scheduled—figures to produce few if 
any fireworks. The only announced 
candidate for minority leader there is 
Sen. Michael J. Maloney, R-7 Cin­ 
cinnati. 
But with Calabrese, as well as 


Speaker A G. I^ndone, D-99 Bellaire, 
in the House, matters will be different. 
They both face perhaps unbeatable 
challenges from the men now serving 
as their assistants. 
The retiring Senate majority leader. 
Theodore M. Gray, R-3 Columbus, will 
call the Senate GOP caucus, while it is 
up to Calabrese and I^ndone, as 
deans of their chambers, to do 
likewise. 
I^ancione and Calabrese, sensing 
defeat, are not anxious. 
As a result, Ocasek's Senate backers 
decided Monday they should take the 
apparently unprecedented step of 
bringing themselves together to elect 
their man. “ It probably will be 
Thursday or Friday,” said an Ocasek 
supporter who asked that his name not 
be used “ at least at this time.” 
The same senator said Ocasek has at 
least 14 votes in the 21-member 
Democratic contingent which will take 
control of the Senate starting Jan. 6 for 
the first time since 1959. 
Ocasek, 49, is a veteran of 16 years in 
the Senate and an associate professor 
at the University of Akron.

Calabrese suc­ 
ceeded King as Democratic leader in 
the Senate where King formerly 
served.
